It is true that our people are busy, 
driving merchants or professionals—working 
tirelossly to estabiish themselves or their business, 
and with little of the ornamented wealth that 
characterizes older cities, or of the leisurely 
methods that justifies the opening of business at 
10 and the closing at 3 o'clock. An Atlanta 
man’s business hours extend from 8 till 
8 as an average, with unfrequent intermissions 

for dinner, and thisapplies to the larger mer- 
chants as well as the smaller ones. While, there- 
fore, the hospitable instinct is strong in Atlanta 
character, andthere are hundreds of beautiful 
homes to which the stranger is welcome, there is 
little opportunity for indulging in entertaining. 
It is a luxury that the restless business scramble 
incident upon establishing a wvew business in a 
new city has heretofore denied our people the 
enjoyment of. As methods become easier and 
the struggle for success less strenuous, there will 
be less and less ground for citicism on Atlanta’s 


hospitality.

crime of rape. His appeal to this court is based 
upon the fact that the state court refused to grant 
the motion made by him that the indictment 
and panel of jurors be quashed for the 
reason that colored men were excluded (rom the.

and tried. This court holds that the exclusion 
of colored srsons from juries, which is com- 
plained of in this case, did not, as a matter 
of law, result from the constitution and laws of 
the state. The case, therefore, could not have 
been properly removed to the federal courts,

ANOTHER WEEK 


TO BE DEVOTED TO RIDDLEBERGER, 


How the Senatorial Cabal Arrogated to itself tle 
Appointing Power, and Pushed Republican 
Presidents Out of the Way—The 
Senatorial Debate Re-Opened. 


Wasuinetox, May 2.—So much has been 
said on the subject of senatorial courtesy 
in connection with the recent nomination 
of Mr. Robertson for collector of the port of 
N-w York that it may be of interest to re 

call the origin aad trace the growth of the 
system through which senators have been to 
a large degree enabled to usurp or control 
the power of appointments to office, lodged 
by the corstitution in the hands of the ex- 
ecutive. It was in the days of Andrew 
Johnson that the senate commenced to 
arrogate to itself powers and privileges 
which, prior to that period, no member of 
[that body ever dreamed of being so bold as 
to lay claim to the possession of. The 
senate went a long way ahead of the 
house in originating measures trenching 
upon the barriers of the constitution and 
emboldened by success, in this, and 
encouraged by the bitter partisan 
feeling pervading the country, that body 
invaded first one and then the other of the 
prerogatives of the president, so that fi- 
nally he was rendered completely powerless 
and no nomination that he madé had any 
chance of confirmation unless through pre- 
vious understanding with the senators rep- 
resenting the state in which the office va 

ocated, Of the senatorial cabal which 
then dominated at the white house and 
the capitol Senators Conkling and Ed- 
munds were among the most prominent. 

When General Grant came into power, the 
senatorial cabal, although he was the presi 

dent of their own choice, refused to re- 
move the ‘hedge (the  tenure-of-of 
fice law) with which they had 
environed his predecessor. Genera! Grant 
never cared to make any fuss about it, for 
all that he had at heart was to stow away 
in comfortable places a few of his cronies. 
[The cabal made no objection to this, for in 
return General Grant turned over to them 
practically the control of thei: local offices. 

For eight years no man could hope to attain 
federal position in New York unless he was 
a friend or ‘retainer of Mr. Conkling. So 
with respect to Senator Chandler-in Michi- 
gan, Senator Edmunds in his section, Simon 
Cameron in Pennsylvania, and others who 
might be mamed in _ their states. 

When Mr. Hayes came into office 
he did not exactly. appreciate the 
condition in which he found affairs. He 
thought the president ought to have some- 

thing to say on the subject of appointments 
infact as well asin name. He commenced 

to send in nominations without first 

obtaining the permission of the members 

of the senatorial cabal. They had 

usurped for so long the powers of the presi- 

dent that they had come to ihe conclusion 

they had the inherent right todo so. They 

were astounded and indignant at the pre- 

sumption of Mr. Hayes, and it was 


determined that he must be brought to 
reason through the defeat of his nomina- 
tions. The war waged against President 
Hayes on this account by Mr. Conkling 
and his colleagues of the cabal duripg the 
whole period of his administration is too 
recent to need any detailed rehea sing. The 
spectacle was presented over and over 
again of a powerful element of his own 
psrty denying and opposing the constitu- 
tional rights of a republican presi- 
dept, and many times those righis 
were only enforced throigh the aid 
of the democratic opposition. Victo- 
rous at times, defeated at other times, 
the cabal stubbornly held to its position 
during the whole term of Hayes’s adminis- 
tration. When the Garfield administration 
came into.power it,’or certain members of | 
it, put forth the same claims and preten- 
sions to the control of appointments. But 
Mr. Garfield, like Mr. Hayes, concluded to 
exercise a little free agency. The result is 
that the cabal has opened its batteries on 
him, and we may expect a renewal of 
the four years’ war on the Hayes adminis- 
tration 
The total amount of six per cents 
received at the treasury department to

——The Georgia republican association 
met at No. 611 Seventh street northwest 
last night for the purpose of effecting a 
permanent organization, R. D. Locke, tem- 
poraiy chairman, presiding, and M. H. 
McWhorter officiating as acting secretary. 
The committee on constitution and by- 
laws reported, and the constitution was 
considered by articles, the first and second 
ef which were adopted, and the latter 
amended so as to permit all Georgia repub- 
licans who are in business in the district of 
Columbia to be eligible for membership. 
Some general discussion followed, after 
which, in view of the fact thata larger at- 
tendance was expected at the next meeting, 
and that some misapprehension existed as 
to the place of meeting last night, an ad- 
journment was had until next Thursday, 
May 5, for which the same rooms have 
been secured. 
——It is announced that James B. Camp- 
bell will take the field in the second 
congressional district of South Carolina as 
an administration democrat, under the call 
of the governorof the state,for a special 
elec.ion to fillthe vacancy occssioned by 
the death of the late Hon. M. P. O’Con- 
nor. The likelibood is that he will be 
elected. If he is, it will somewhat com- 
plicate. the contest which E. W. M. Mackay 
ismaking for that seat. Mackey will, of 
course, notenter the fieldagainst Campbell, 
as ifhe should be defeated his right to 
contest the seat under the former election 
would not be recognized, This contest 
promises to be one of the most complicated 
and interesting ever brought before the 
house of representatives. 
The committee appointed by the _re- 
publican caucus last week to prepare a plan 
of action in regard to the contemplated 
holding of an executive session, reached an 
agreement today. The committee will re- 
commend to the caucus to-morrow morning 
that an excutive session be‘held forthwith for 
the transaction of business in the following 
order: First, to refer to the appropriate 
committees all nominations now on the 
table. Second, to take up for final action 
the various trea'ies which now await ratifi- 
cation and next to consider all uncon- 
tested nominations already reported 
or that may hereafter be reported 
from the senate committees. The report 
will not take ground that no other nomina: 
tions should be considered during the pres- 
ent session, but that the programme of 
business for the present shouid be restricted 
in this manner. ‘The report, if adopted by 
the caucus, will probably result in the 
holding of an executive session to-morrow 
afternoon. 
——The treasury department to-day made 
its first official announcement of the 
amount of six per cent bonds which have 
been received for continuance at 3\4 per 
cent interest, in accordance with the new 
policy. To the close of treasury hours this 
evening there had mn received $47,193. - 
850. The greatest amount received in any 
one day was today, which was $8,477,750. 
These forty-seven millions do not include 
any bonds held by national banks. The 
treasury now holds a é great many 
millions which have been received for 
continuance, but does not include them in 
this statement for the reason that there has 
been some misunderstanding by the bank 
officials to the form of assignment, and 
many of the bonds will have to be sent 
back to secure a corrected and legal as- 
signment. Comptroller Knox says, howev- 
er, that there isno doubt that all the six

The 
democrats were not to be allowed to like 
any point in executive session, but were to 
sit with their arms folded and let the re- 
putlicans settle matters to whatever extent 
they dared. 

Mr. Dawes expressed his surprise at 
what he termed a novel announcement that 
there wasa great guif yawning before the 
republican members of the senate, It was 
all new to him. 

Mr,.Saulsbury took the floor in denial of the 
charge made by Mr, Dawes that the democrat" 
ic senators were responsible for the delay in 
transacting public business and asserted the 
contrary to be the truth.

He did not 
charge that any bargain had been entered 
into, but he did assert that the people 
of the country believed _. it, 
and would believe that the election of 
Riddleberger was the consummationlof that 
bargain; that it would lead to cast reproach 
upon the senate. The corruption anc 
jobving which had existed for years in 
some of the executive departments of the 
government had been well calculated to 
lessen the estimation of the people for the 
executive branch of the government, and 
he protested against any action of thesen- 
ate which would still further lessen it in the 
estimation of the people. He warned the re- 
publicans that their course would bring the 
present administration into disrepute. He 
was not sure that the administration could 
have one-half of its nominations confirmed 
except for the aid which it expected from 
the democrats, but if this thing kept up 
and if the administration was to aid in 
stiengthening the hands of a repudiator in 
the southern states, he (Saulsbury) would 
for one say unhesitatingly that the admin- 
istration was not worthy of his support.

THE CAGED REDMOND 


CHAFING UNDER HIS CONFINEMENT. 


Au Iaterview With the Notorious Desperado—He 
Accuses Himself of Wonderful Ianocence, 
While His Osptors Prove Him to 
be a Public Desp-rado.

» ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 2.—‘‘Thisis Major 
Redmond,” said 'Squire Young, the courte- 
ous sheriff, as he pointed to a slender boy- 
ish figure that lay on a bed of straw in front 
of the iron-barred window, enjoying the 

cooling breeze from off the blue hills with 
, which he is so familiar. He has a western 
| window, and looking westward can see the 
| distant peaks among which for several years 
_he has been as much at home as a Chamois 
‘among his native Alps. He extended a 
‘small weather stained hand to your corres- 
pondent and asked him to be seated on the 
only chair in his cell, except the one by 
which he propped his head. 

“Where did you get your title, major?’ 

‘Well, that,’’ said he ‘is a nick-name they 

gim me when I was a boy.”’ 

“But you have been in command of 


squads of men at different times, have you 
not?’ 

“No, sir, Inever was. Them’s all a pack 
0’ lies they tell about me havin’ a band of 


men,” 

‘What, major, are the charges against 
you?” 

‘“‘They say, some’rsabout a year and a 
half ago, I was seen in a blockade still- 
house, The truth about the matter is that 
there’s a man out there in Swain county 
who has been atryin’ to lay his blockade 
’stillin’ on me, He has got suthin’ or 
nurther agin me. We haint got along well 
together for sometime now.”’ 

“ Major, tell me something about your 
life.’’ 

“Well,” said he, adjusting the chair un- 
der his head more comfortably, “I was 
born close to where Atlanta, Georgia. is 
now, in 1854, Then my father moved up 
to Transylvania, in North Carolina. We 
lived there tillthe war come on, and moved 
to Swain county. After the war was over 
I went back to Transylvania and lived 
there and farmed it till 1877, when I had 
some little trouble with some revenuers. 
®hey was to blame, I wasn’t. I 
left then and went over’ into 
South Carolina. That same _ year 
about corn-gatherin’ time I. married old 


man Ladd’s gal—in the upper edge of 
Pickens county. I come back then in 
March ’79 ‘to Swain county and leased me 
some land on the Tennessee river, about 
eight miles from Charleston; but, wherever 
I've been I allers had a good character. The 
newspaper men has tole a heap o’ lies on 
me.” 
‘‘Major, how did the officers capture

. “Well I'll tell you,” said he, “I have 
been a’livin’ peaceable and not botherin’ 
nobody fur this is now gwyin’ on three 
years. I mostly stay at home and don’t 
hardly ever leave my cabin ’cept to hunt a 
little and to work in my fields. Along 
about the fust week in April my wife 
asked meto-step out in the edge o’ the 
clearing and kill her a esquirl. And I 
heard the degs a barking up on the ridge 


goes up that a way. But when I got in 
about fifty yards of my dogs—where they 
was a barking, I seen soomebody move be- 
hind the brush and cliff an’ six men stepped 
out and hollered “‘halt.”” I turned around 
an’ started towards my cabin and they kept 
a shootin’, and ever once an’ awhile I'd 
fael a ball hit me, and I heard 'em whizzin’ 
by metill I got over the ridge. They run 
after me and overtook me about a hundred 
and fifty yards from my house.” 
“In how many places were you wounded 
major?” 
“Seven places, an’ they hurt me mighty 
bad this mornin’, but I don’t say much 
about it.’”’ 
——The officer’s version differs somewhat 
from the major’s statement. Officer Conlev 
“We went to his house—or toa 
ridge about a hundred and fifty yards 
distant—early Thursday morning, April 7. 
At 100'clock a.m. the dogs saw us and came 
rushing up to where we were 
Redmond foliowed with hisgun. When in 
about fifty paces of us he lowered his gun 
as if to fire. We told him to halt, but ashe 
was still rapidly advancing- we fired. His 
gun fell from his hands and he ran towards 
his house. Passing the cabin he ran about 
one hundred and fifty yards into the woods 
beyond, All six of us closed in on him and 
found him wounded and exhausted. We 
took him to his house, and the physician 
said he could not be safely moved on 
an extended trip on account 
of his wounds. So we were forced to try to 
keep himin our charge there. We antici- 
pated an attempt at rescue on the part of 
his friends. e plainly told Redmond, 
when we saw his neighbors coming to and 
goiug from his house, that if any attempt 
should be made to take him or any attack 
mede on us that we would shoc* him first. 
This, we think prevented his pals t12m the 
dangerous experiment. On Friday, April 
22d, we carried him eight miles on a litter 
to Charleston among our friends, wkere 
we slept better. On the following day, 
Saturday, 23d instant, we started for Ashe- 
ville, reaching bere on Sunday. We brought 
him to Asheville because the several re- 
wards offered for him designate that point 
es the place for delivery of his body.”’ 

nieiia father is said to have been a 
moonshiner, and fared badly at the hands 
of the revenue officers and the law.

Some Lofty Arguiments Examined, 

Only a few days ago Tne Constitv- 
TION had occasion to quote*from the 
Augusta Chronicle and Cgnstitutionaiis: 
what seemed*to be a whelesale indorse- 
ment of the railroad commission.

Recently 
the rates on grain from Chicago to the 
seaboard fell from 35 to 19 cents a hun- 
dred pounds. There was bad faith 
in the pool. This was patched up 
and immediately Mr. Fink advanced 
rates to thirty cents, forty-two railroads 
submitting to his imperial ukase. This 
isthe sort of competition that traffic 
finds at Chicago, and this is what govern- 
ernment regulation must cure. 

The Chronicle’s illustration of the reg- 
‘ulation of the price of wheat has another 
hearing. ‘The price is fixed in Liverpool, 
and a partof that price is the cost of 
transportation from the interior to the 
seaboard. If the roads can carry grain 
at twenty centsa hundred and make a 
profit when the water-ways are open for 
competition, why can they not carry it 
at the same pricethe year round? To 
charge thirty-five cents when there 
competition is simply 
plunder producers of their legiti- 
mate profits. The arguments of the 
Chronicle are the products of a singular-

It is imperative that the business and 
production of the country should be re- 
lieved of the evils which flow from the 
arbitrary, unjust and unnecessary fluctu- 
ations of transportation rates.

‘protect the people against the rapacious

Such an ergument would be sim- 
ilar to a declaration from the judge on the bench 
who, after sentencing the prisoner to death, 
wight authorize the culprit to talk the matter 
over with the sheriff, who has no authority in the 

premises ai all.

A meeting of the commissioners of roads and 

revenues was held in the city council chamber 

yesterday. A full board was in attendance, Judge

the inmates of the almshouse.” 

The next matter was a petition of a number 
of eitizens of Black Hali district, protestin 
against the recent division of that district, an 
asking that the new district be abolished. Fioal 
action on the petition was postponed to the next 
regular meeting. 

Petition of citizens for a bricdg: across Camp’s 
creek at the oid Sewell ford on the Campbeilton 
road. A committee composed of Superintendent 
K ries and Messrs. Gramling and Hunnicutt, wita 
Chairman Hoyt, was o hary ety to visit the place 
where the bridge is asked for on Thursday next 
and make a report to the board. 

Petition of citizens of Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties for a thirty foot road commencing at New 
Hope church and running north to the Fiat 
Shoals road. Referred to the road commissioners 
with power to report. 

Petition for,bridge across Long Island creek on 
Crook's place on the Power's Ferry road in Oak 
Grove district. Referred to road commissioners 
with request fora report. 

The fourth Saturday in this month was recom- 
mended by the commission as a day for the road 
cou missioners to meet and discuss matters 
which are of general interest to them and to re- 
commend such legislation as wili be beneficial ot 
the read interests of the county. 

Wiliiam Piasters was in attendance and ad- 
dressed the commission on the subject ot the Col- 
lier bridge, urging § the importance of 
its ear.y completion. Engineer Clayton was 
employed to make specifications for a wooden 
bridge ten feet longer than the one formerly in 
use and to reportthe same to the clerk of the 
commission, at which time the commission will 
be called together and steps taken at once to put 
the bridge up. 

The report of Engineer Corput on the condition 
of the work of Plasters bridge was received. The 
report pronounced the rock work unfit to support 
the bridge, and recommended that the work be 
taken down and rebuilt. A resolution was passed 
instructing ihe clerk to notif the 
contractor that the -work must be done in 
accordance with the contrector it would not be 
received. 

In makinx his report for the period beginning 
April 16 and ending May 1, Superintendent Kries, 
of the county chain gang, asked for new carts and 
wagoos, as the old ones are in avery bad condi- 
tion. Commissioners Hunnicutt and Gramling 
were appointed a committee to examine into the 
matter, with power to act. The report of the 
superintendent made the following expibit:

At half-past twelve o'clock yesterday the At 
lanta police force, attired in their new uniférms 
| underwent an inspection in the recorder’s court 
rvom'at police headquarters. In sddition to 
Police Commissioners Fox, Hancock and fhrower, 
tne iuspectors, there were present his honor, 
Mayor English, asd Recorder Milledge. 

At the command of Chief Anderson, the even- 
ing watch, Captains Connoliy and Aldridge com. 
manding; formed upon each side of the room 
and after as earcking inspection by the chief's 
eagie eye, passed in review before the comumis- 
sioners, mayor and recorder, who expresseda 
thorough sausfaction at their appearance. This 
watch then answered to roli-call and were 
assigned to duty. Then the morning watch, 
Captains Starnes and Bagby, were subjected to 
the same close scrutiny, given the same words 
of encouragement and dismissed; after which the 
supernumeraries were also inspected. 

in toeirnew uniforms Atlanta’s forty police- 
men present a creditable, in facta fine military 
appearance. The suits, which are 
of a dark blue color, were made 
by A. & 8. Rosenfeid, of this city. The goods is 
Middlesex yacht cloth, weighing fourteen and 
one-half ounces to the yard, and is warranted not 
to rip, tear or fade. The patrolmen wear a single 
breasted blouse with four buttens, and the officers 
a double breasted coat with similar buttons;

In the first ward he has placed Patrolmen 
Couch, Lynch, ihompson and Weaver, and in 
the second and third wards Patrolmen Lackey, 
Manly, Russell and Wooding. 

In north Atlanta Captain alfridge bas assigned 
Patrolmen Veal.
